It will be observed, however, that said hese 
does not include the bounties voted by the sid own to discharged and 
deceased soldiers, on the seventh of December last :8aid bounties, if payable, 
being, by the terms of said vote, not yet due, Relying at@that time upon — 
former precedent, and not having examined the Statute in rela tion to the sub- 
ject, no doubt was entertained as to the authority of the lowhy to pay retro- 
spective bounties; and, in accordance with said vote, notes were given ‘at the 
time, by the Selectmen in two cases, for the amount of said bounties. But 
subsequent investigation, together with the expressed opinions of able counsel, 
seem to render it conclusive that the vote was unauthorized By the Statute, 
and illegal; and that the payment of such bounties by the town cannot be 
legally enforced. or these reasons, the Selectmen have delayed-giving other = 
notes, although requested, until the question shall be judicially decided; and 4 
have made no effort to ascertain the precise number who might be entitled to 
bounties under the vote. 3

To THE CrTizENs OF Fremont, N. H.: 

Agreeably to the laws of New Hampshire, defining the duties 
of superintending School Committees, the undersigned would 
respectfully submit the following Report, as exhibiting the con- 
dition of the schools in Fremont for the past year. 

We have been fortunate in the selection of teachers, with 
scarcely a single exception. The schools haye all been success- 
ful, although there has been a marked difference in’ the improve- 
ment and progress of each. | 

The great majority of the scholars are young—having yet to 
form a taste for books, and a desire for self-improvement ; and 
the Teachers to whom you have intrusted your children have 
been examples of faithfulness and diligence worthy of their imita- 
tion; they have exerted the right influence, and have only 
lacked a more hearty, thoughtful, Christian co-operation from — 
parents and citizens. 

We should take an honest, increased pride in our Public 


Schools, and cultivate it by more frequent visits in the school- 
room; if we cannot give a word of encouragement, do give a 
look of approval; it will cheer many little hearts, that are 
almost discouraged over a hard lesson. 

Much of thé success of our schools depends upon the Pru- 
dential Committees; these should be our best citizens; men 
interested and competent in securmg the services of the best 
Teachers. As a rule it is safer, and indeed the only sure way 
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of obtaining first-class Teachers to engage those that have already 
gained a reputation.
